RENTON, N. J., June 14. 
—New Jersey is not to face 
new traffic difficulties with

The commissioner agrees that the 
opening of the New York to New 
Jersey tubes will throw into this 
state countless thousands of motor- 
ists, many of whom never before 
used New Jersey roads, but he is 
convinced that there will be no! 
greater congestion by reason of the} 
study which has been given to the 
handling of the new traffic. 

The inauguration of motor- 
hauled freight service is expected 
as another result of the tunnel 
opening, but Mr. Dill sums up the 
whole matter in a simple manner. 
In the last analysis, he says, the 
traffic which New Jersey high- 
ways will be called upon to accept 
is the present-day traffic, plus 
the increase which comes from 
the increased number of car reg- 
istrations from year to year. He 
believes that increase will be ade- 
quately taken care of by the State 
Highway Department and by 
municipal government, so that the 
real problem becomes one of regu- 
lating vehicular traffic to the 
point of safety, with little delay 
to business, and so that no dis- 
comfiture may be caused high- 
way users. 

During the height of the tourist 
season, according to the commis- 
sioner, New Jersey highways carry 
more non-resident cars than cars 
owned by ‘Jerseymen.

Pedestrian Problem Irks — 
Traffic Bureau Experts: 





New York, June 14.—Little can 
be expected in the way of satis- 
factory traffic regulation in 
American cities until the special 
problems presented by the pedes- 
trian have been given thorough 
examination and adequate treat- 
ment, according to experts work- 
ing to unsnarl the traffic tangles 
that are expected to reach an 
acute stage when the summer 
motoring season reaches its height. 
That pedestrians must be protect- 
ed at busy intersections, and that 
such protection not only reduces ac- 
cidents but materially speeds up 
the flow of traffic is indicated -by 
traffic studies made in a number of 
metropolitan cities by Miller Mc- 
Clintock, director of the Albert Rus- 
sel Erskine Bureau for Street Traf- 
fic Research, endowed in Harvard 
University by the Studebaker Cor- 
poration. 

“Thus far the pedestrian has been 
left largely to follow his own incli- 
nation,” says Mr. McClintock. “Such 
regulations as have been passed 
have been directed almost exclusive- 
ly to a restraint against drivers of 
motor vehicles. Slight attention has 
been given to the adjustments of 
conflicts between vehicles and foot 
traffic. But the time has come 


when it is imperative that all 


(Classes of street users be subjected 


to moderate and reasonable regu- 
lations, if motor vehicles are to move 
faster and with fewer traffic snarls 
and pedestrians are to secure the 
maximum amount of protection. 
“That such regulations actually 
reduce pedestrian accidents and in- 
crease the flow of traffic has been 
demonstrated in Los Angeles, Cleve- 
land; and in Chicago. In Los 
Angeles, where a new traffic code 
incorporating regulations for the 
protection of pedestrians was 
adopted following a traffic survey, 


{the city secured 50 per cent. more 


effective use of the streets, acci- 
dents were reduced 30 per cent., and 
both vehicle and foot traffic were 
speeded up. 

“Chicago’s famous ‘loop’ dis- 
trict, where the Erskine Bureau 
conducted an _ intensive traffic 
survey on which to base recom- 
mendations for a new traffic code, 
provided proof that the unregu- 
lated pedestrian is one of the chief 
sources of accidents and traffic 
congestion. In this congested 
business district 90 per cent. of 
personal injury accidents involved 
pedestrians, the study showed. 
The survey also disclosed that the 
period of greatest vehicle and 
pedestrian density, between 5 and 





6 p. m.,.also produced the great- 
est number of accidents. 

“The effectiveness of improved 
traffic control without the aid of 
other pedestrian regulations was 
strikingly demonstrated following 
the installation of a system of traf- 
fic lights controlling every intersec- 
tion in the area. During the five- 
month period immediately following 
the installation of the signal lights 
accidents dropped 23 per cent., com- 
pared with a similar period before 
the lights were in use, and traffic 
flow was materially speeded up. 
Authorities attributed the reduction’ 
in accidents largely to the better 
movement of pedestrians. It was 
also considered significant by the 
experts that following the introduc- 
tion of this improved traffic control 
system the accident peak no longer 
coincided with the late afternoon 
period of maximum vehicle and 
pedestrian density.” 

Among suggestions made by the 
Erskine Bureau are: Automatic 
signal or traffic officers at points 
of conflict between pedestrians and 
motor vehicles. 

Clear definition of the rights and 
privileges of motorist and pedes- 
trian respectively, both at inter- 
sections where no signal or officer 
is located and also between inter- 
sections. 

Educational campaigns to impress 
both motorist and pedestrian the 
importance of these remedies and 
od mutual forbearance and cur- 
esy. 


HIGH SCHOOL MOTOR 
CLASS PROVES EFFECTIVE 


Charlotte, N. C., June 14.—The . 
Morganton-Burke Auto School is 
something new in the way of high 
schoo] training. North Carolina is 
probably the only state in the Union 
that can boast a high school with 
a thorough course in motor me- 
chanics, with modern garage, ex- 
pert meechanic as professor and 
classes daily in the actual experi- . 
ence of repairing automobiles and 
trucks. . 

Three years ago the Board of 
Education of Burke and the direc- 
tors of the Morganton High School 
were troubled with the number of 
boys that dropped out of school. It 
was attributed to the auto craze and 
lack of interest in academic sub- 
jects. Some one suggested that an 
auto school be established. Accord- 
ingly, a commodious building, with 
garage, was erected. Each student 
taking the motor mechanic’s course 
furnished his own kit of tools.

License Measure 


Madison, Wis., June 14.—Begin- 
ning January 1, 1928, all persons, 
residents of the state of Wisconsin, 
must have licenses before they can 
drive an automobile. A measure 
making such requirement compul- 
sory passed the senate here and 
Gev. Fred R. Zimmerman signed 


the bill. 

Applicants for licenses may be 
required to submit to mental or 
physical examinations at the recom- 
mendation of the secretary of state, 
through whom the license law is to 
be administered. The law calls for 
revocation of the permit to drive if 
the motorist is found guilty of reck- 
less driving, drunken driving, and 
other offenses. 

Another bill, calling for the con- 
solidation of the administration of 
all laws governing operation of 
automobiles under one new depart- 
ment, was also passed. 

A bill, calling for a 3-cent gas- 
oline tax, is still up for considera- 
tion, following the defeat of the 
4-cent tax measure recently.
